THE CHRISTMAS TRADE 

For the past fortnight rumors have been 
persistent thruout the trade that the holiday 
book business is decidedly “off.” Certain of 
the New York city salesmen have reported 
sales appreciably below last year while, as one 
salesman put it, you could stroll thru the Fifth 
Avenue shops without being jostled last week. 
Salesmen just back from the Middle West re- 
ported that business was fairly strong on the 
out trip but poor on the swing home. 

In many respects this is a unique Christmas 
in the American book-trade, just as this has 
been an unusual year, business being thruout 
very much not “as usual.” In 
1916 only one book in every three among the 
best-selling non-fiction was a war book. Gen- 
erally speaking, there was a seemingly increas- 
ingly strong prejudice against war books as 
the trade swung into 1917—always excepting 
of course the few really notable titles like 
“Mr. Britling” and “The First Hundred Thou- 
sand.” To-day, judging by the latest statis- 
tics available at the moment, those for 
October, three in every four of the best- 
selling non-fiction titles deal with the war, 
and, perhaps stranger still, we have seen a 
non-fiction war book the best-selling single 
book in America. Of course the something 
which has happened since January is our entry 
into the war. A concrete example of how 
book-trade traditions have been upset is fur- 
nished by the latest book by Winston Churchill, 
almost the most reliable first best-seller we 
have in America to-day; yet his important new 
novel of American life yields this fall to 
“Christine,” a war romance of unknown 
parentage. Or look at the twelve best-selling 
Hiboks listed by one jobbing: house for the two 
weeks ending, November 24: “Over the Top,” 
“My Four Years in Germany,” “All In It: 
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‘Ki’ Carries On,” “Private Peat,” “Christine,” 
“Extricating Obadiah,” etc. Intellectually the 
United States has evidently brushed aside 
much of its customary reading and has “gone 
in for” understanding the war as earnestly 
as its sons are “going in for” fighting. 

Last year the spring was only fair but busi- 
ness increased steadily until the holiday trade 
was phenomenal. This year trade started 
strong and has continued very satisfactory, 
tho not phenomenal, until December 1, when 
the expected holiday cream failed to appear. 
One publisher estimates the 1917 holiday drop 
as compared with 1916 at around 30 per cent, 
“barring the remarkable sales of certain war 
books”—tho since these same war books are 
the most important feature of our trade this 
fall any figures which do not include them 
are obviously unrepresentative. From a per- 
haps more significant source, the head of a 
leading jobbing house, we learn that the fall- 
ing off is “but a few per cent, just the top 
of the cream,” while not only has the busi- 
ness for the year as a whole been satisfactory 
but the outlook is encouraging. The head of 
one of New York’s largest retail stores has- 
tened to remind a representative of the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY when he asked about the 
decrease as compared with last December: 
“But you must remember that 1916 was an 
unusually big holiday season; our business 
does not compare particularly unfavorably 
with that of a normal year.” Buying the 
country over has been steady all fall and in 
many cases failures to re-order at the last 
minute have been due to congested transpor- 
tation conditions which are causing many 
dealers to bend every effort to move the stock 
they already have rather than order fresh 
goods. 

Not only has trade not fallen down badly 
as a whole, but it has maintained itself in 
the face of the heaviest kind of competition. 
In the past half-year the American people 
have subscribed two of the largest national 
loans in the world’s history, have given 
millions,to the Red Cross, our women have 
side-tracked many of their customary occu- 
pations—exit many a novel!—for the omni- 
present knitting, we have launched a nation- 
wide saving campaign in the midst of the 
holiday season, and up and down the land 
people have been exhorted to attend chari- 
table bazaars devoted to any of a hundred 
patriotic funds; how seriously this last can 
affect regular buying in certain retail lines 
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is realized full well by many New York 
merchants who have watched with pardonable 
apprehension the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars that have been diverted to the mam- 
moth bazaar, Hero Land, during the present 
holiday season. 

When the war came to England in 1914 it 
came to stay. The English trade experienced 
some rough sledding but has long since re- 
covered—barring of course the shortage of 
men and materials—and publishers’ lists are 
scarcely less representative of the best and most 
lasting types of books in every line than they 
were before the war. “In spite of the three 
years of war,” writes Mr. Clement K. Shorter 
in the Sphere, “we may congratulate our- 
selves that the publishers have shown no signs 
of slackening effort, and the book-trade is in 
as healthy a condition as anyone can wish. 

But it is in serious books that the 
season is noteworthy.” From another source 
we learn that, “notwithstanding the increased 
cost of paper and binding, to say nothing of 
the increase in labor charges, the autumn lists 
of new books are exceptionally large, and we 
understand that sales are being made freely, 
the public generally patronising literature in a 
freehanded manner.” 

On this side we tossed about in the heavy 
backwash of 1914, adjusted ourselves to the 
European war, and now in 1917 have in a 
sense had to make the adjustment all over 
again owing to our entry into the conflict. 
To-day there is an echo of the same caution 
in publishing circles one met in 1914 and early 
1915—tho to a lesser extent—, the same re- 
solve to scrutinize new publications more 
closely. Meanwhile the reading of worth- 
while books is getting the best publicity it has 
ever had in this country in the widespread 


movement to supply good books as a necessity | 


for our soldiers. Under the circumstances it 
will be most surprising if 1918 does not show 
something of the same healthy advance over 
the present year—good on the whole as 1917 
has proved—that 1915 showed over the fall of 
1914 and 1916 over I015. 





CERTAIN editors of popular magazines are 
reported to have decided that length will 
henceforth have nothing to do with the 
acceptability of the short stories they consider. 
If the public can be made to like 2000 word 
short stories, we wonder if they can also be 


induced to look favorably upon 40,000 word 
novels? 








PROGRESS OF THE CAMP LIBRARY 
WORK 

Tue work of the American Library Asso- 
ciation in fitting up camp libraries at the 
various military camps thruout the country 
is progressing steadily. Nearly all the cen- 
tral library buildings are either completed or 
rapidly nearing completion. In addition there 
are branch collections in Knights of Colum- 
bus huts, special library branch buildings, of- 
ficers’ clubs, barracks and other central lo- 
cations; a Ford runabout with delivery box 
is supplied each camp requiring it, and this 
carries a sign reading “A. L. A. Camp Li- 
brary.” Many minor details of furnishings 
in the library buildings, such as curtains, pic- 
tures, etc., have been left to the discretion of 
the librarian in charge. The Library Bureau 
shelving is being shipped flat, and its final ar- 
rangement in the buildings, whether following 
the original plan or adopting some variation, 
has also been left to the individual librarian to 
decide. The outside walls of the building are 
stained, and signs are placed on the ridge and 
over the door, with another on the end wall 
if the approach is from that direction. 

Among the interesting recent developments 
is the issuance in mimeographed form—tko 
not for general distribution—by the War 
Service Committee of the Association in 
Washington, of which Mr. George B. Utley 
is chairman, of List I of the books purchased 
by the Association for all libraries. This list 
of something less than 800 titles, based partly 
on the Preliminary List of 5000 and partly on 
actual requests from the camps, is not in- 
tended in any sense to represent a “model 
collection for a Camp Library.” It is not an 
organic collection, but merely the first two 
instalments of books purchased for all the 
camps. 

A feature of the list is the predominance 

of non-fiction. So plentifully are the general 
public showering the camps with fiction that, 
at least at present, the A. L. A. is allowing 
these outside agencies to supply this depart- 
ment in the libraries. The list includes a 
modicum of fiction, however, four novels by 
Robert Chambers, Richard Harding Davis’ 
“Soldiers of Fortune,” George Gibbs’ “Yellow 
Dove,” O. Henry’s “Four Million,” Kingsley’s 
“Westward Ho!”, Stewart Edward White’s 
“Rules of the Game,” and a dozen others— 
and a memorandum sent each library asks 
specifically whether gifts provide sufficiently 
for fiction. 
Tke list of 800 books is so catholic and all 
inclusive in its scope that there is no need to 
reprint it here in full. It may be summarized 
briefly by saying that it contains the very best 
in everything from books on trades and tex- 
tiles to poetry and the fine arts. The first of 
the eighteen pages is reprinted herewith as a 
sample:

Something of the need for books in the 
camps—far outstripping even the numbers 
supplied by all agencies combined at present— 
is shown in an interesting summary of the 
Library War Service in the current number 
of the Library Journal. From the camp at 
Hattiesburg, Miss., comes word that “There 
is a great demand for the books and we are 
not able to get them ready fast enough. You 
may tell the people that the soldiers do find 
time to read and they have the desire.” 

From Camp McClellan at Anniston, Ala., 
Mr. Milam, in charge of the library work 
there, wrote on November 24: 

“We have not done much yet at Camp 
McClellan. We are using a vacant mess shack 
as temporary headquarters, and are delivering 
the books to the Y. M. C. A. and K. C. build- 
ings as rapidly as they can be prepared for 
circulation. The men are very eager to read. 
One hundred books placed in a Y. M. C. A. 
building in the evening will usually go out be- 
fore the building closes. A few calls are 
coming in for reference books for serious 
purposes and these calls will undoubtedly in- 
crease when we kave a Central Library with a 
good collection of non-fiction.” 

Among the books requested by men at 
Camp Sevier in South Carolina are ones on 
mechanical refrigeration, gas engines, electri- 
cal distribution, transformers, conditions in 
Germany, “Plattsburg Manual” (wanted by a 
colored regiment), elementary American his- 
tory, European history, Dunbar’s poems, Plu- 
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Speer, etc., Riley’s poems, “Lorna Doone,” 
anatomy and physiology, both elementary and 
advanced, social service (books like Rauschen- 
busch, Batten, Butterfield, Nearing), Fosdick’s 
inspirational books, psychology, Kipling’s 
poems, World Almanac and an encyclopedia 
(both supplied from stock), history of the 
warring nations, books for the teaching of 
reading, language, arithmetic, ‘to colored 
troops, books for intensive reading following 
a popular lecture circuit (from “Y” to “Y” 
thruout the camp, one week at a time) on 
the following subjects: Geographic and eco- 
nomic basis of the war; Strategy of the battle 
fronts; French life and customs; Comparative 
governments; War and democracy; Spirit of 
the front; Seeing it through; Military history 
of the U. S.; Compulsory military service; 
First aid in the trenches. “The demand for 
Kipling, Riley, Service, Dunbar, etc., is per- 
sistent. It should be supplied at once,” writes 
the librarian. 

It has been frequently pointed out that these 
camps are proving great study centers and it 
would seem more than likely that the book- 
trade may yet have abundant cause to be 
truly grateful to the American Library Asso- 
ciation for its splendid work in “letting in 
the light” in many thousands of cases where 
men read little if any at all before attending 
the camps. 

The New York Sorting Station, in the base- 
ment of the New York Public Library, situ- 
ated as it is in the gateway to Europe, is do- 
ing especially valuable work. At present this 
station does all the collecting and skipping of 
books to France and England for the Y. M. 
C. A. About 7800 volumes and 400 maga- 
zines have been sent to France and England, 
but the difficulty in securing transportation for 
cases of books has led to the evolution of a 
new plan which is now being developed. At 
the request of the railroad department of the 
Y. M. C. A., books are being supplied to the 
department for the use of the men while on 
the transports, and these books are taken off 
the boats on their arrival in France or England 
and forwarded to the camps in those coun- 
tries. Under this arrangement a great many 
more books can be shipped across, and they 
can at the same time be used on the way over. 
As originally planned, the Y. M. C. A. was 
to have the books in loose bindings for this 
transport service, but instead these are now 
being sent to the hospitals where soldiers or 
sailors with contagious diseases are confined. 

The Navy Y. M. C. A. Secretary is supposed 
to keep tke station informed of the boats in 
the harbor that need books, and books for 
boats not in the harbor are sent to the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, where the naval authorities 
forward them to the ships. The Coast Guard 
store in New York, which has a boat making 
regular trips to all coast guard stations in 
the United States, has asked for 15,000 vol- 
umes to establis: a chain of travelling 1li- 
braries in these stations, and part of these 
, books have already been delivered. The rest 


tarch, religious books by Van Dyke, Fosdick, | will be started soon. 
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In all, about 42,000 books and 10,000 maga- 
zines have been forwarded from this station 
since the beginning of the work in August. 

From the station in the Boston Public Li- 
brary books have been despatched not only to 
Camp Devens, but to the other large can- 
tonments in the South. A thousand were put 
aboard one of the transports, 500 on another, 
50 on a submarine chaser, and each received 
in addition a large quantity of magazines. 
Fifty volumes have been sent to a Lumber 
Jack Unit in Scotland. The little coast guard 
stations in Maine have been supplied, as well 
as the forts in Boston harbor. One transport 
escaped ‘without its quota of reading matter, 
and when it was held up somewhere on the 
Atlantic coast for five days with nothing but a 
few magazines on hand, a man wrote that kis 
share was a page advertising Colgate’s shav- 
ing soap, and another sent word that he had 
read a Boston newspaper thru so many times 
that he could tell his mother just where she 
should have skopped four days before he 
sailed. 

Up to Nov. 1, the Chicago Public Library 
had sorted, labelled and packed 54,000 books. 
Of these 40,000 had been sent to various 
camps in accordance with instructions from 
Washington, and the other 14,000 were boxed 
awaiting further directions. 

Newark, N. J.,—to instance but one of the 
smaller cities—had contributed 8544 books by 
Nov. 8 and they are still coming. 





WEIL’S “AMERICAN COPYRIGHT 
LAW” 

In a recently issued volume of nearly a thou- 
sand pages published in law binding,* Arthur 
W. Weil of the New York Bar brings Amer- 
ican copyright law as interpreted by court 
decisions up to 1917, as closely as exigencies 


of publication permit. The body of the work | 


includes, in a first section, three chapters 
covering “introductory, historical and con- 
stitutional” features compressed into 50 pages, 
and twenty-seven chapters, in a second part 
of 530 pages, covering in detail the con- 
tents and interpretation of the “general law of 
copyright in the United States.” The equip- 
ment, which is especially valuable, includes 
as appendices forms from adjudicated cases, 
the United States Copyright Code of 1909 
with later amendments incorporated in the text, 
Supreme Court rules, copyright office and 
treasury regulations, the Presidential procla- 
mation, the Hungary Convention as a special 
example of treaties; the copyright laws in 
force in the British Empire, including Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, Newfoundland and 
British India (but not the South African 
Union), and of Germany and France, and 
also international conventions; a prefatory

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table of contents, a table of cases of 16 pages 
and an index of 78 pages. . 
The author’s point of view in preparing this 
work is that of the practicing lawyer and he 
emphasizes as his model Eaton S. Drone’s 
treatise of 1879 on “The Law of Property 
Intellectual Productions in Great Britain 
the United States.” Accordingly his plan in thy 
successive chapters of detail—which range jn 
length from 121 pages devoted to “Infringe- 
ment and the Remedies Provided in Connec- 
tion Therewith” to 2 pages devoted to “Crim- 
inal Infringement”—is to preface each with 
the provisions of the statute referring to the 
specific subject and then after general com- 
ment to summarize the cases bearing on the 
specific topic, with footnote references to the 
volume and page, and in some cases the date 
of the report in which the case is to be found. 
Perhaps the least satisfactory portion of the 
work is these general comments, which show 
the legal tendency to verbosity in discussing 
and applying the several portions of the sta- 
tute in relation to other portions. 
Inthechapter on “Nature and Extent of Rights 
Constituting Statutory Copyright” the author 
includes an elaborate and lucid discussion on 
the bearings and constitutionality of the com- 
pulsory license scheme, in which he goes even 
beyond previous authorities in throwing doubt 
on the constitutionality of the requirement that 
if the proprietor of a musical copyright per- 
mits mechanical reproduction he must license 
other than the original manufacturer to re- 
produce the composition at the stated royalty 
of 2c. per roll. This provision, suggested by 
Congressman Washburn, proved the compro- 
mise solution of the “canned music” con- 
troversy which made possible the passage of 
the bill, and the method has since been 
adopted in the copyright legislation of several 
European countries. Nevertheless, its consti- 
tutionality has always been questioned, and 
Mr. Weil puts the issue strongly in saying 
that “the Constitution may be searched in 
vain for any suggestion that the right can 
be _made non-exclusive, while subsisting.” 
This was probably the first instance in which 
Congress actually fixed a price by legislation; 
since then, war conditions have led to the fix- 
ing of prices in respect to a wide range of 
commodities. At a future day some case, 
doubtless; will arise in which the issue will 
be taken before the U. S. Supreme Court, 
whose decision in this matter will be of far- 
reaching significance. 
_ Mr. Weil’s substantial volume is _ espec- 
ially timely not only because it is several 
years later than Bowker on Copyright, but 
also in view of the fact that the last-named 
work has been for some time out of print 
and a revised edition is not expected until 
the conclusion of the war makes possible the

from periods when calligraphy still was ranked 
as a fine art. The idea of the exhibition would 
seem to be to show that we lay too much 
stress on illustration and that in the days when 
books were calligraphically prepared the mise 
en page was as fine as, if not finer than, its 
placement in modern times. One might not 
be going too far afield in search of a parallel 
to liken this to the old quarrel as to the rela- 
tive importance of music and words in oper- 
atic works. If not precisely the page of read- 
ing matter versus the page of illustration, the 
purpose underlying the exhibition certainly 
illustrates this conflict most interestingly. 

The exhibition calls urgent attention to a 
distinct loss which our present era of swift 
moving editions has suffered, namely that of 
beauty inherent in the appearance of the text. 
A few publishers, notably Thomas Bird 
Mosher in Portland, and certain printers like 
Mr. Updike of the Merrymount Press make a 
specialty of Books Beautiful, and the recent 
special number of the /nternational Studio on 
“The Art of the Book” bore witness to many 
fine examples of modern typographical splen- 
dor. Certain of Mr. Knopf’s books, too, have 
shown at least a conscious striving for physical 
beauty in text and binding. 

For sheer excellence, however, the old cal- 
ligraphers of Persia produced manuscripts of 
such quality as would make most modern print- 
ers despair. The Grolier Club exhibit includes 
six sheets of the earliest illustrated manu- 
script in existence, parts of a “Shahnanich” 
or book of kings by Firdusi dating from the 
early fourteenth century; also the “Manafi al- 
Haiwan,” a natural history loaned from the 
J. P. Morgan collection, written in 1291 for 
Ghazan Khan, “by the calligrapher and minia- 
turist Shams ad-Din ibn Dia ad-Din.” The 
animals in these miniatures suggest Coptic 
drawings or even the modern “Just So Stories” 
in design. A series of Cufic Korans on vellum 
mostly from Egypt in the 8th and roth cen- 
turies will be of interest to Bible connoisseurs, 
and students of religious history. 

These books and manuscripts are written on 
vellum or parchment, later on a pithy sort of 
paper not unlike papyrus; some even have the 
thicker appearance of sheepskin. In later 
times paper was polished with agate to resem- 
ble vellum. 

_ The early manuscripts of importance back 
in the 8th or 12th centuries were written in 
Cufic characters, bold dots and dashes that 
give much the appearance of-music on a staff. 
Later, in the 15th century, Neskhi, which for- 
merly had been employed only for accounts, 
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etc., developed such beauty that it was deemed 
worthy for use in royal books. These char- 
acters are more elaborate, rounder in form, 
and lack the directness of Cufic writing. The 
pages vary in appearance from simple lettering 
in dark ink interspersed here and there with 


| red spots of color or symbolic gold splashes 


to highly illumined pages, in some cases with 
a wide border of intricate design giving the 
text much the look of a framed picture. There 
are a few examples of colored backgrounds 
used effectively with the lettering arranged 
fancifully in geometric designs. 

The miniatures—the term here signifying 


| hand painted illustrations in books—and il- 


luminations are by no means subsidiary to the 
calligraphy; rather they occupy a position of 
nearly equal importance. The colors are what 
strikes one first, and bespeak a wealth of in- 
termediary shadings that have given Persia 
its colorful reputation. The figures are always 
glowingly dressed, even when the parchment is 
yellow with age. The illumination is bewil- 
dering, and is always present even if it be 
only in a flaming sun over which the letters 
crawl. 

An interesting point in the exhibit which 
should not be overlooked is the case in .which 
examples of bindings are shown. Here are 
leather covers, stamped, tooled, gilded and il- 
lumined in elaborate patterns which will de- 
light the eye of the bibliophile. 

The exhibition opened December 8 and will 
continue until January 13. 





HOW ONE WOMAN HAS SUCCEEDED 
IN BOOKSELLING 

Forbes Magazine for October contained a 
three-page article on Mrs. Wilson, the enter- 
prising New York bookseller. Mrs. Wilson, 
formerly Cora McDevitt, daughter of D. W. 
‘McDevitt, the book auctioneer, came to New 
York with $10,000 of borrowed capital and 
opened an auction book-shop at 113 Nassau 
St., a ramshackle stand for which the landlord 
demanded cash rent six months in advance. 
Within seven months this girl, just out of 
her ’teens, had not only paid back the $10,000 
out of her sales, but had a surplus for work- 
ing capital. This book-selling success was not 
made “out of thin air’ for Cora McDevitt 
had had considerable experience in her father’s 
Fulton Street shop. The second year of “go- 
ing it alone” did not prove so successful, so 
she left her Nassau Street store in the hands 
of assistants and took an auctioneer to Bos- 
ton, where she bought, partly for cash and 
partly on credit, the entire stock of a big pub- 
lishing house. She opened a store in the 
Cornhill section of the city, and sold out, at 
a generous profit, within four months. Then 
came other sales in smaller New England 
cities. Miss McDevitt finally discontinued 
bookselling by auction to open a retail book- 
shop on the present site of the Woolworth 
Building, and about this time married Ralph 
Wilson, of Chicago—hence the name McDevitt- 
Wilson. 

Later came the present shop in the Hudson 
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Terminal—a central terminal in down town 
New York, from which commuters daily come 
and go to and from all points in Jersey. Mrs. 
Wilson realized that the building would be a 
thorofare for a great reading public, and was 
among the first of the thousand tenants to move 
in. She believes in keeping in personal charge 
of her store’s minutest activities. She designs 
new advertising signs which daily greet the 
eye of commuter and passerby. Subway pos- 
ters call attention to timely garden books by 
such captions as “1,000,000 Food Gardens 
Needed,” or the latest infantry drill regula- 
tions are announced thus: “1,000,000 Men 
Will Want This Book.” Direct personal ap- 
peals feature most often in these posters. 
Such a slogan as “Do You Ever Grope for 
a Word?” draws many a business man into 
the shop for a book of synonyms, and he is 
apt to linger at a table of books on business 
practice, right up in the front of the store, 
where another sign admonishes him to “At- 
tack the Hardest Job in Sight. We Have 
Books That Will Show You How.” Business 
books and library business are two of the 
store’s specialties. Mrs. Wilson’s dream is 
to “go out into a smaller city where space 
would allow for a poet’s corner, an alcove de- 
voted to the ‘great modern books of power,’ 
or a quiet nook for ‘Comfort Found in Good 
Books.’

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
ACTIVE AGAINST PRICE FIXING 

Tue Federal Trade Commission has been 
very active in the past few weeks in bringing 
charges against manufacturers charged with 
using various expedients to induce retailers to 
maintain prices. In the case of the Ward 
Baking Company of New York, the Trade 
Commission charges it with changing prices 
from time to time to distributors of its bread 
with the intent of stifling competition. It also 
is charged with fixing arbitrary standard re- 
sale prices and refusing to sell to distributors 
who do not maintain such prices. This is the 
second Federal complaint against this firm. 

J. F. Hillerich & Son Company of Louis- 
ville, Ky., manufacturers of the well-known 
“Louisville Slugger” baseball bats, are accused 
of violating the trade law by forcing distrib- 
utors to maintain certain standard resale prices 
and of violating the law which forbids price 
discrimination. 

Complaints against the Mishawaka Woolen 
Co., of Mishawaka, Ind, and the Cudahy 
Packing Co., of Chicago, charge price dis- 
crimination and unfair methods of competi- 
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tion in refusing to sell jobbers and dealers 
who do not adhere to resale prices. 

In the Mishawaka Company complaint it js 
alleged that the company “as a means of pro- 
curing the trade of dealers and of enlisting 
their active co-operation in the sale of its 
goods for the purpose of eliminating compe- 
tition in price among dealers in its goods and 
thereby depriving dealers of their right to sell 
such goods at such prices as they may deem 
adequate has adopted and maintains a system 
of fixing a schedule of standard prices” at 
which its goods must be sold. The Commis- 
sion alleges the Mishawaka Co. refuses to sell 
to jobbers who do not maintain the resale 
prices set by the manufacturer. It is further 
alleged that the Mishawaka Co. “enters into 


| agreements” with its customers that the latter 


shall report any price cutting, and that upon 
report of such price cutting the Mishawaka 
Co. refuses to sell the price cutter its goods. 

The Cudahy Co. is charged with discrim- 
inating in prices charged different customers 
for its “Old Dutch Cleanser.” To jobbers who 
maintain the Cudahy Co.’s scheduled resale 
price “Old Dutch Cleanser” is sold at less 
than to those who refuse to maintain that re- 
sale price. This price charged those jobbers 
who refuse to sell at the set resale price, the 
Commission alleges, does not permit of a fair 
profit to the jobber. 





POSTAL NOTES 
NEW YORK POST OFFICE TO CO-OPERATE 
WITH PUBLISHERS. IN MOVING SECOND 
CLASS MAIL 

FoLLowInc protests of New York periodical 
publishers and of the local Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, Postmaster Patten has taken prompt 
steps to co-operate with publishers in doing 
away with delays in weighing and handling 
outgoing second-class mails. The periodical 
publisher having any considerable bulk of 
mail to get out now may have railroad mail 
service men sent direct to his printing plant 
where such mail will be routed and weighed. 
The publisher’s own trucks will then take the 
“blue tag” or freight mail direct to the freight 
cars (Pennsylvania Railroad, 37th Street and 
11th Avenue, between 7 a.m. and 4 p.m.; 
New York Central Railroad, 35th Street and 
11th Avenue, between 7 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. ) 

Plans are under discussion for a still better 
adjustment of this mail by erecting a new 
freight shed at 34th Street and 11th Avenue, 
where wagons containing this mail can be 
weighed and handled in one operation with- 
out the necessity of performing these opera- 
tions at the printing plant. 


BILL IN HOUSE TO REPEAL ZONE SYSTEM 
ON SECOND-CLASS MATTER 
Mr. Mandell introduced into the House of 
Representatives on December 17 a bill (H.R. 
7799) to repeal the sections of the war revenue 
act relating to the zone system for second- 
class postal matter. The bill was referred to 
the Committee on Ways and Means. 
Following the introdution into the Senate 
by Mr. Smoot on December 4 of a bill (S. 
2085) providing for the repeal of the sections 
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of the revenue act relating to the corporation 
income tax (Section 209) and to second-class 
mail (Sections 1101-1107), and following 
further rumors that the repeal of the entire 
revenue bill would be advocated in the pres- 
ent session, Chairman Simmons of the Senate 
Finance Committee announced on December 
17 that there will be no general reconsidera- 
tion of the bill in this session. Mr. Smoot’s 
bill was read twice and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 
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OBITUARY NOTES 

M. Leon Pornsarp, Chevalier de la Légion 
d’Honneur and vice-president of the Interna- 
tional Copyright Bureau of Berne, died in 
Paris recently in his sixtieth year. In 1892 
M. Poinsard, well known and greatly respected 
in French literary and scientific circles, was 
appointed General Secretary of the recently 
established Bureau at Berne. 


SHOLEM JAcoB ABRAMOWITSCH, known to 
Jews all over the world as the “grandfather” 
of modern Jewish literature, died on Decem- 
ber 14, in Odessa, Russia. He was 81 years 
old and known to Russian and German Jews 
under the pen name of “Mendele Moikher 
Seforim.” His novels dealt largely with Jew- 
ish life. He was one of the most prolific of 
Jewish authors, and wrote much on politics 
and history. He also contributed in German 
Jewish periodicals and magazines, and was 
the author of many translations into Yiddish 
and Hebrew from the German and Russian. 


GeorceE WILLIs BorsForpD, professor of an- 
cient history in Columbia University, and rec- 
ognized as standing at the head of American 
scholars in the field of ancient history, died 
suddenly, on Dec. 13, from acute indigestion. 
He was in his fifty-sixth year. From 1895 to 
1901 he was an instructor in Greek and Roman 
kistory at Harvard, becoming in 1903 adjunct 
professor of history in Columbia University. 
He had been a full professor since 1903. Pro- 
fessor Botsford was a member of the board of 
editors of the Political Science Quarterly. He 
engaged in historical research in Italy in 1909, 
1910, and 1913. He was the author of “The 
Development of the Athenian Constitution,” 
“A History of Greece for High Schools and 
Academies,” “An Ancient History,” “The 
Story of Rome,” “History of the Ancient 
World, “A Source Book of Ancient History,” 
and “Hellenic Civilization.”

Tue Lams PusLisHInG Co. have in stock 
over 200,000 volumes of publishers’ remainders 
which they are offering to the trade at at- 
tractive prices during January and February. 

THe Baker & Taytor Co. have published 
a new edition of their catalog of military 
books containing classified and indexed lists 
of the latest books on military training with 
trade prices and discounts. 


Harper & Bros. are once more beginning 
the new year with the publication of a Zane 
Grey novel. This time it is “The U. P. Trail” 
to appear January 19. There will be a khaki 
pocket edition of the book on thin paper and 
bound in flexible leatherette for soldiers. It 
deals with the building of the Union Pacific 
road. 

Tae ENcGLIsH house of Constable has se- 
cured one of the few copies smuggled from 
Germany of the muck-discussed book by 
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Lieutenant General von Freytag-Loringhoven. 
Deputy Chief of Staff of the German Armies. 
It is being translated and printed for an Ene 
lish edition entitled “Deductions from the 
World War.” 

Ever sINCE his short monograph in the 
English Men of Letters Series thirty years 
ago, Sir Sidney Colvin has been recognized 
as the chief authority on Keats. His “John 
Keats,” recently publ.:shed by Scribner’s, pre- 
sents for the first time in full and consecutive 
detail the history of Keat’s daily life and 
poetical activity and discusses at length his 
relations to his predecessors and successors. 

THe Lorp & TAyLor department store in 
New York has started a special department 
at one end of a counter on the main floor for 
the promotion of various war work. Not the 
least of the department’s duties is the col- 
lection and forwarding of books to the Camp 
Libraries Committee of the A. L. A. Books, 
either purchased in the book department in 
another part of the store or brought in by 
shoppers from their homes, are forwarded to 
the Camp Library headquarters. 

“RopsHIN” IS, of course, a pseudonym, but 

it was not until lately that the real name of 
the author of the exciting Russian tale of ad- 
venture “What Never Happened” (Knopf) 
was disclosed. In March, 1917, came the 
Revolution in Russia and one Boris Savinkov 
hurried to Petrograd and was promptly sent 
to the front as kead of the Commissary De- 
partment in General Kornilov’s army. In 
August the great retreat commenced and he 
was called to the capital by Kerensky and ap- 
pointed Minister of War. Savinkov was a 
terrorist of long standing who, implicated in 
the assassination of the Grand Duke Sergius 
and Von Plehve, had been condemned to death 
at Sebastapol in 1906 but had escaped to 
Switzerland and thence to France. And this 
is “Ropshin.” 
_ FRaNceE To the present generation of Amer- 
icans Can never mean a mere pink or yellow 
portion of the map of Europe. Realizing the 
keen interest here in France as a country the 
well known Paris firm of Larousse are 
calling attention to certain of their publica- 
tions which should appeal particularly to 
Americans who want to learn about France 
from French sources. They are: “La France,” 
an illustrated geography by L. Jousset; “Hts- 
toire de France,” a history of France from its 
beginnings to 1871; “Histoire de France Con- 
temporaine,” continuing the history of France 
to 1913; “Paris-Atlas” by F. Bournon, a pic- 
torial guide and souvenir of Paris; and “Aft- 
las Departmentale Larousse” by George Tref- 
fel, a study of France from geographical, 
economic, and historical standpoints.

FisHER UNwIn hopes shortly to publish, in 
English, the first three volumes of an interest- 
ing new library, the Talbot Literary Series, con- 
taining a collection of critical essays by Irish 
writers rescued from files of scattered peri- 
odicals. One of the volumes, “Appreciations 
and Depreciations,” contains a sheaf of studies 
by Ernest A. Boyd complementary to his kis- 
tory of the literary revival of Ireland, includ- 
ing essays on the “Protestantism” of Bernard 
Shaw, the loneliness of Edward Dowden, and 
the works of “A.E.,” Lord Dunsany, Standish 
O’Grady, and “John Eglinton,” the last of 
whom has made a selection of his more re- 
cent writings for a companion book in tke 
series entitled, “Anglo-Irish Essays.” The 
third of the forthcoming volumes, entitled, 
“French Literary Studies,” is by Dr. T. B. 
Rudmose-Brown, professor of romance litera- 
ture in the University of Dublin, including his 
essays on the rise of the French Symbolist 
School, a movement in which the author him- 
self took part during his life in Paris. 


Private Harotp Peat, whose book is catch- 
ing on in a manner to remind one of the 
growing wave of Empey’s “Over the Top” 
last summer, lectured on Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 18, in Aeolian Hall to a crowded house, 
including many members of the book-trade in- 
vited as guests of the Bobbs-Merrill Co. So 
popular were the seats that the house was 
sold out, including seats on the stage, and 
Irving Bacheller, who introduced the speaker, 
announced that Peat would “repeat” the lec- 
ture in Carnegie Hall on January 11 for the 
benefit of those who were barred on Tuesday. 
An enthusiastic audience and lavish patriotic 
display made a strange contrast to the simple 
little man in khaki with his right arm hang- 
ing limp, who greeted the “folks” with a grin 
and started out so naively with the remark 
that he wasn’t going to tell anything about 
himself, for “one man doesn’t count at all 
‘over there,’ it’s a question of thousands work- 
ing together.” Private Peat, despite certain 
digressions into the field of theology and the 
ethics of swearing, was vastly entertaining in 
his tales artd anecdotes. He gave the real 
live sensations of the newly arrived soldier 
who is determined to throw an unconscionable 
bluff: at knowing the ropes despite a cold, 
clammy feeling at the back of his neck and 
an uneasy lightness in the .knees,. He told 
about his first night out gn.Jistening duty in 
terms that. made the audience laugh until 
they almost lost the last words thru their ap- 
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plause. Then there were many anecdotes of 
the raw recruit,—even our own men here in 
training camps came in for a share of his fun. 
Peat asked for seven minutes rest while the 
audience gave more material aid to the New 
York Sun Tobacco Fund, totalling $291.18. 
With renewed vitality Peat went “to it” again, 
and man-handled the “dirty fat yellow Ger- 
mans” to the unfailing delight of a thoroly 
aroused audience. He gave unstinted praise, 
with a few sickening details, to the work of 
the Medical Corps and Red Cross; cried out 
against mothers who weep and faint at their 
sons’ departure, and enumerated the things a 
soldier likes to receive from home—chief 
among which is mail.
